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BROADCOM AIMING TO BUY QUALCOMM? 


Report: Deal could 
top $100 billion; 
both stocks climb

Broadcom reportedly is 
considering making a bid to 
acquire rival chipmaker 
Qualcomm in a deal that 
could top $100 billion and be 


the largest in the semicon- 
ductorindustry. 

Shares of Qualcomm 
jumped nearly 13 percent to 
close at $61.81 Friday follow- 
ing a Bloomberg story, 
which cited unnamed 
sources familiar with the 
deal. 

According to 
Bloomberg, the offer would 
be roughly $70 a share in 
cash and stock — though a 


final decision on whether to 
make the bid has not been 
made. 

A Qualcomm spokes- 
woman declined to com- 
ment. The cellular 
technology giant is one of 
two Fortune 500 companies 
in San Diego, along with 
Sempra Energy. 

Qualcomm’s shares have 
been trading in the mid-$50 
range for much of this year 


— down about 18 percent 
because of its fierce legal 
battle with Apple over pat- 
ent royalties, and hefty fines 
and lawsuits from anti-mo- 
nopoly regulators in the 
U.S., South Korea and Tai- 
wan. 

“The CEO of Broadcom, 
Hock Tan, is a deal maker,” 
said Patrick Moorhead ofin- 
dustry research firm Moor 
Insights & Strategy. “He 


buys companies, then splits 
them apart, keeps what he 

wants and moves forward.” 
Earlier this week, Tan 
announced that the Singa- 
pore company would return 
its headquarters to the 
United States. The rationa- 
le appears to be aimed at 
sustaining Tan’s strategy of 
growing through acquisi- 
tions — which might be eas-

DAZZLES 
IN DEBUT 


First ever Breeders’ Cup event at track big 
hit with nearly 35,000 fans in attendance

Some of this weekend’s Breeders’ Cup 
races may require a photo finish to deter- 
mine the victors, but the Del Mar race- 
track itself was a clear winner among the 
32,278 ticket-holders gathered Friday for 
Day One of the high-stakes event. 

Even when the 70-degree weather 
turned cooler at mid-afternoon, there 
was an upbeat vibe at Del Mar, which is 
hosting its first-ever Breeders’ Cup se- 
ries, the richest and most prestigious 
championship series in horse racing. 

Elaborate hats, bow ties, smart blaz- 
ers and short-sleeve polo shirts in the 
Cup’s signature royal purple were the or- 


der of the day Friday, when the first four 
Breeders’ Cup races took place. The nine 
remaining Cup races begin at noon today, 
concluding with the $6 million Breeders’ 
Cup Classic. 

One of the most unusual hats spotted 
in the paddock area Friday was a forest- 
green beret, topped with artificial grass, a 
golf ball and a flag-stick bearing the 
Breeders’ Cup logo. Oil industry execu- 
tive Randy Lance of Kingman, Ariz., 
decorated that hat himself to celebrate 
achieving two “bucket list” goals this 
week — playing golf at Torrey Pines and 
attending a Breeders’ Cup with his wife, 
R.J.

BERGDAHL AVOIDS PRISON 
IN AFGHAN DESERTION CASE 


President calls 
judge's decision 
‘complete disgrace’

FORT BRAGG, N.C. 

Sgt. Bowe Bergdahl, who 
in 2009 walked off a U.S. mili- 
tary outpost in eastern Af- 
ghanistan and spent the next 
five years in enemy captivity, 
was sentenced Friday to adis- 
honorable discharge from the 
Army but will avoid prison 
time. 

Bergdahl, 31, pleaded 
guilty in October to charges of 
desertion and misbehavior 
before the enemy and had 
faced a maximum life sen- 
tence. As the judge, Army Col. 
Jeffery Nance, prepared to 
read his sentence, Bergdahl 
appeared shaken, clenching 
his jaw as he had done during 
other tense moments 


throughout the proceedings. 

It was unclear how Nance 
arrived at his decision. The 
judge promptly left the court- 
room after delivering the an- 
nouncement, making no ad- 
ditional statements. A mem- 
ber of Bergdahl’s defense 
team wept. 

Bergdahl’s 
case sparked 
ferocious de- 
bate over his 
actions and 
the controver- 
sial prisoner 
exchange that 
led to his re- 
lease in 2014, 
challenging 
the military’s bedrock princi- 
ple of never leaving a soldier 
behind. 

It also was overshadowed 
by President Donald Trump’s 
accusation that Bergdahlis a 
traitor who should be ex- 
ecuted.

COMMISSION APPROVES $6.5 MILLION TO 
SUPPORT TENT SHELTERS FOR HOMELESS

The San Diego Housing Commission 
agreed Friday to use $6.5 million from its 
permanent housing fund to staff three 
large tented homeless shelters the city 
plans to open by the end ofthe month, but 
not everybody was on board with the 
idea. 

While the commissioners unani- 
mously supported the plan, the notion of 
using housing funds for a shelter did not 
sit well with some advocates for the 


homeless who saw the move as a step 
back from seeking long-term solutions. 
Three tents will temporarily house 700 
homeless people downtown and in the 
Midway district. The tents are seen as a 
way of getting hundreds of people off the 
street while helping stop a hepatitis A 
outbreak that has left 20 dead and sick- 
ened more than 500 — and disproportion- 
ately afflicted the homeless. 
The tents are referred to as bridge 
housing, meaning the people they serve

WASHINGTON 

President Donald Trump 
on Friday pressured the De- 
partment of Justice — and 
specifically the FBI — to in- 
vestigate his Democratic po- 
litical opponents, ticking 
through a slew of controver- 
sies involving Hillary Clinton 
and the Democratic Party 
and urging law enforcement 
to “do what is right and 
proper.” 

The entreaties repre- 
sented a breach of the tradi- 
tional executive branch 
boundaries designed to pre- 
vent the criminal justice sys- 
tem from becoming politi- 
cized and came after Trump 
acknowledged a day earlier 
that presidents are not sup- 
posed to intervene in such de- 
cisions. 

In a flurry of morning 
tweets, Trump claimed there 
was mounting public pres- 
sure for new Clinton probes,

The top two officials in the 
Democratic National Com- 
mittee have pledged to reform 
the party in the wake ofrevela- 
tions that Hillary Clinton’s 
presidential campaign got a 
special joint fundraising 
agreement before she won the 
2016 nomination. 

The disclosure, made ina 
new book by Donna Brazile, a 
longtime party official and 
strategist, revealed that in 
2015 Clintons campaign 
signed a pact with the DNC 
that gave it a measure of con- 
trol over the party’s finances 
and tactics, a conspicuous ad- 
vantage over her principal 
challenger, Sen. Bernie Sand- 
ers of Vermont. 

Brazile took over as the in- 
terim chairwoman ofthe com- 
mittee at the start of the par- 
ty’s 2016 convention after Rep. 
Debbie Wasserman
